CITY HAS A PULMOTER. 


Appuratn.s for Saving Life 1» Pur- 


clmstui by Klectric Company. 


M. N. Weeks, 
manager 
of 
the 


Grand Rapids Electric company, re- 
cently purchased a pulmoter, an ap- 
paratus for llu> purpose of resuscitat- 
ing persons who have been aagfiyxl- 
alod thru drowning, by smoke or 
foul gases, or electric shock. 
The 


machine v.'ill bo placed at some con- 
venient place where It can be secur- 
ed al sliorl notice in case of need, 
same to bo sent out only on request 
of a physician. 
It Is probable that 


(ho machine will be placed at the Wit- 
ter douse, it being considered that 
this will locale it as centrally as any- 
wbero. 
In cities where there is a 


paid lire department, ^tliese contri- 
vances are often kept at an engine 
house, and the firemen are instructed 
in its use, and ill case of a call, by 
telephone or otherwise, It is rushed . 
lo the scene of accident on very tihort 
notice, and being in the bunds cf 
an export, the most efficient service 
possible is obtained from it. 


Of coin-so 'l is understood that all 


cases of persons who are drowned 
cannot be brought to lift by means of 
one of these mach'nes, bul many have 
boon resuscilatod who had apparently 
passed beyond help. 


Wherever appliances of this k'nd 


have boon used they have been fouii'l 
invaluable in resuscitating drowning 
persons- and victims of asphyxiation. 
In Hi. Paul a year ago the only pul- 
niolor loadable to the public was 
owned by a private corporation. So 
frequently was it borrowed by the city 
authorities, being invariably called 
for by tho police surgeons when the 
ambulances wore sent hastening: to 
the scene, of aquatic accidents, that 
when newspaper attention was called 
lo I lie fact that the city itself owned 
no machine for the purpose the com- 
pany generously donated the appara- 
tus to the municipality. It has been 
the means of saving scores of lives. 


The operation of Iho pulmotor is 


extremely simple and It is wonderful- 
ly ollic.icious. 
Kvery community lo- 


cated upon a body of water which Is 
much used for boating and bathing 
should possess one. 


There Is no telling at what mo- 


inent it may be needed to save the 
life of some unfortunate 
swimmer, 


and should il be instrumental In pre- 
iiien'lng the death of one small boy 
it would be worth many times its 
cost.

the city since the present system w;>s 
installed, and .it

that the illumination on the streets 
about tlie city will he greatly im- 
proved over what it has been. 


Ever since the electric light came 


into general use the arc light Iris 
been used 
almost 
exclusively for 


street lighting, for the reason that 
by this means more light could be 
produced by a given amount ol cur- 
rent than in any other manner, I'ow- 
ever, the light was a piercing white 
one that illuminated in a very pecu- 
liar aud, in many instances, unsatis- 
factory manner, besides which the 
1200 
or 2000 candle power that the 


lamp gave off, seldom threw its rays 
where it was needed the most. 
Then 


the globes about the arc light soon 
became clouded over, reducing the 
illumination \o a very considerable 
extent, so that in many instances not 
one-tenth parit of the power of the 
lamp was effective.

western theater of- war need not be 
expected for some time. Subordinate 
actions of a decisive character are be- 
coming more general, the correspond- 
ent declares. 


The losses of the Germans have 


been extraordinarly heavy, and the 
fact that those of the enemy have been 
greater is poor consolation.

they will win the action. 


A long column of French, prisoners

Berlin, Sept. 30, via London.—The

financial obligations due to the war. 


Originally the reichstag allowed a 


war credit of 5,000,000,000 marks in 
addition to the war treasure, and of 
this amount 4,500,000,000 has been sub- 
scribed by the public without straining 
seriously the financial resources of the 
empire.

text follows: 


"The enemy Is fltill maintaining hJm- 


eelf along the whole front and in order 
to do so is throwing Into the fight de- 
tachments composed of units from the 
different formations, the active army, 
reserve, and landwehr, as is shown by 
the uniforms of the prisoners recently 
captured; 


"Our progress, although slow on ac- 


count of the strength of the defensive 
position against which we are pressing, 
has in certain directions been continu- 
ous, but the present battle may well 
last for some days more before a de- 
cision is reached, since it now ap- 
proximates nearly to siege warfare. 


"The German's are making use of 


searchlights. This fact, coupled with 
their great strength in heavy artillery, 
leads to the supposition tha; they are 
employing material which may have 
been collected for the siege of Paris. 


Confident of the Result. 


"The nature of the generajl situation 


after the operations of the Eighteenth, 
nineteenth and twentieth, cannot be 
better summarized than as expressed 
recently in a neighboring Fijench com- 
mander to his corps: 'Having repulsed 
repeated and violent counter attacks 
made by the enemy, we have a feeling 
that we have been victoriouk' 


"So far as the British are Concerned, 


the course of events during, these three 
days can be described in a few words. 
During Friday, eighteenth] artillery 
fire jwas kept up intermittently by both 
sides during daylight. 
At night the 


Garmans counter-attacked certain por- 
tion! of our line, supporting the ad- 
vance of their infantry as always by 
a heavy bombardment. But the strokes 
were not delivered with great vigor 
and ceased about 2 a. m. During the 
day's fighting an air-craft gun of the 
Third army corps succeeded In bring- 
ing down a German aeroplane. 


"News was received also that a body 


of French cavalry had demolished ^>art 
of the railway to the north, cutting, at 
least temporarily, one line of communi- 
cation which is of particular import- 
ance to the enemy. 


German Attack Stopped.* 


"On Saturday, the nineteenth, the 


bombardment was resumed by the Ger- 
mans at an early hour and continued 
intermittently under reply from our 
guns. Some of their infantry advanced 
from cover, apparently with the inten- 
tion of attacking, hut on coming under 
fire they retired. 
Otherwise the day 


was uneventful, except for .the activity 
of the artillery, which is" a matter of 
normal routine rather than an event. 


"Another 
hostile 
aeroplane 
was 


brought down by us, and.one of our 
aviators succeeded in dropping several 
bombs over the German line, one in- 
cendiary bomb falling with consider- 
able effect on a transport park near 
La Fere. 
"A buried store of the 
enemy's 


ammunitions of war also was found not 
far from the Aisne, ten wagon loads 
of live shells and two wagons of cable 
being dug up. Traces were discovered 
of large quantities of stores having 
been burned—all tending to show that 
as far back as the Aisne the German 
retirement was hurried. 


"There was a strong wind during 


the day, accompanied by a driving 
rain. This militated against the aerial 
reconnaissance. 


Several German Attacks Fall. 


'On Sunday, the twentieth, nothing 


of importance occurred until the after- 
noon, when there was a break in the 
clouds and an interval of feeble sun- 
shine, which was hardly, powerful 
enough to warm the soaking troops. 
The Germans took advantage of this 
brief spell of fine weather to make 
several attacks against different points. 
These were all repulsed with loss to 
the enemy, but the casualties incurred 
by us were by no means light. 


"In one section of our firing line the 


occupants of the trenches were under 
the impression that they heard a mili- 
tary band in the enemy's line just be- 
fore the attack developed. It is now 
known that 
the 
German 
infantry 


started their advance with bands play- 
Ing."The offensive against one or two 
points was renewed at dus,k, with no 
greater success. The brunt of the re- 
sistance naturally has fallen on the in- 
fantry. In spite of the fact that they 
have been drenched to the skin for 
Borne days and their trenches have 
been deep in mud water, and in spite 
of the incessant night alarms and the 
ilmost continuous bombardment to 
which they have been subjected, they 
have on every occasion been ready for 
the enemy's infantry when the latter 
ittempted to assault, and they have 
beaten them back with great loss. In- 
ieed, the sight of troops coming up has 
been a positive relief after long, trying 
liours of inaction under shell fire. 


German Cannon Fire Fails. 


"The object of the great proportion 


af artillery the Germans employ is 
lo beat down the resistance of their 
;nemy by concentrated and prolonged 
fire—to shatter their nerve with high 
sxplosives before the infantry attack 
Is launched. They seem to have re- 
lied on doing this with us, but they 
have not done BO, though it has taken 
them several costly experiments to 
discover this fact. 


"From statements of prisoners it ap:

EMPEf.CR TELLS CARETS 


WHAT MAKES iSOLDIER 


Berlin.—The kaiser addressed the 


cadets ordered .to the field as follows: 


"Cadets, already in your 
earlier 


youth I send you out to mjj regiments 
to fight against the enemy as guides 
at the head of my brave troops. You 
shall take with you to the army all 
the moral qualities which have been 
implanted into your younj hearts in 
the -corps of cadets. Be retardless in 
your -.bravery, keep your blood cold, 


colossal expenditure of ammunition 
which has been wasted. 


"By this it is not implied that their 


artillery fire Is not good. It is more 
than good—it is excellent. But the 
British soldier is a difficult person to 
Impress or depress, even by immense 
shells filled with a high explosive, 
which detonate with terrific violence 
and form craters large enough to act 
as graves for five horses. 


Scoff at German Shells. 


"The German howitzer shells are 


from eight to nine inches in caliber, 
and on impact they send up columns 
of greasy black smoke. 
On account 


of this they are irreverently dubbed 
•coal boxes,' 'black Slarias.' or 'Jack 
Johnsons' by the soldiers. 


"Men who take things In this spirit 


are, it seems, likely to throw out the 
calculations based on loss of morale 
so carefully framed by the German 
military philosophers. 


"A considerable amount of Informa- 


tion has been gleaned from prisoners. 
It has been gathered that our bom- 
bardment on the fifteenth produced a 
great impression. The opinion also is 
reported that our infantry makes such 
good use.of the ground that the Ger- 
man companies are decimated by our 
rifle fire before the soldier can be 
seen. 
"From an official diary captured by 


the First army corps it appears that 
one of the German corps contains an 
extraordinary mixture of units. 
If the 


composition, of the other corps is sim- 
ilar it may be assumed that the pres- 
ent efficiency of the enemy's forces is 
in no way comparable with what it 
was when the war commenced. 


Germans Lose Many Officers. 


"The losses in officers are noted as 


having been especially severe. A bri- 
gade is stated to be commanded by a 
major; some companies of foot guards 
by one-year volunteers, while after the 
battle of Montmirail one regiment lost 
fifty-five out of sixty officers. 


"The prisoners recently captured ap- 


preciate the fact that the march on 
Paris has failed, and that their forces 
are retreating, but state that the ob- 
ject of this movement is explained 
by the officers as being to withdraw 
into closer touch with the supports 
which have stayed too far in the rear. 


"The officers are also endeavoring 


to encourage the troops by telling 
them that they will be at home by 
Christmas. 
A large number of the 


men believe that they are beaten. 


"Among the items of news are the 


following: Recently a pilot and ob- 
server of the Royal Flying corps were 
forced by a breakage in their aero- 
plane to descend in the enemy's lines. 
The pilot managed to pancake his ma- 
chine down to earth and the two es- 
caped into some thick undergrowth in 
the woods. 
"The enemy came up and seized and 


smashed the machine, but did not 
search for our men with much zeal. 
The latter lay hid till dark and then 
found their way to the Aisne, across 
which they swam, reaching camp in 
safety but barefooted. 


"Numerous floating bridges have by 


now been thrown across the Aisne and 
some of the permanent bridges have 
been repaired under 
fire. 
On the 


twentieth Lieutenant (name deleted) 
of Third signal corps, Royal Engineers, 
was unfortunately drowned while at- 
tempting to swim across the river 
with a cable In order to open up fresh 
telegraph communication on the north. 


Telephone Aid to Spies. 


"Espionage is still carried on by the 


enemy to a considerable extent. Re- 
cently the suspicions of some of the 
French troops were aroused by com- 
ing across a farm from, which the 
horses had been removed. After some 
search they discovered a telephone 
which was connected by an under- 
ground cable with the German lines, 
and the owner of the farm paid the 
penalty in the usual way in war for 
his treachery. 


"After some cases of village fight- 


ing, which occurred earlier in the war, 
it was reported by some of our offi- 
cers that the Germans bad attempted 
to approach to close quarters by forc- 
ing prisoners to march in front of 
them. The Germans have recently re- 
peated the same trick on a larger 
scale against the French, as is shown 
by the copy of an order issued by the 
French officials. It is therein referred 
to as a ruse, but if that term can be 
accepted it is a distinctly illegal ruse. 


Charges Tricks to Germans..' 
" 'During a recent night attack.' the 


order reads, 'the Germans drove a col- 
umn of French prisoners In front of 
them. This action is to be brought to 
the notice of all our troops, (1) in 
order to put them on their guard 
against such a dastardly ruse, (2) in 
order that every soldier may know 
how the Germans treat their prison- 
ers; 
Our troops must not forget that 


if they allow themselves to be taken 
prisoners the Germans will not fail 
to expose them to French bullets.' " 


"Further evidence has now been col- 


lected of the misuse of the white flag 
.and other signs of surrender. 


"During recent fighting, also, Ger- 


man ambulance wagons advanced in 
order to collect the' wounded. An or- 
der to cease fire was consequently giv- 
en to our guns, which were firing on 
this particular'section of ground. The 
German battery commanders at once 
took advantage of the lull in the ac- 
tion to climb up their observation lad- 
ders and on to a haystack to locate 
our 
guns, which soon 
afterwards 


came under a far more accurate fire 
than any to which they bad been sub- 
jected up to that time."

that I employed in combating the 
usurpation of Huerta. I will fight 
raction and the old regime, which ap- 
pears now to be headed by Villa, who. 
it may be, is an unwitting tool in this 
as wa's Orozco in his fight against Ma- 
dero."

Chihuahua, Mexico, Sept. 29.—Imme- 


diate resignation of Gen. Venustiano 
Carranza as first chief of the constitu- 
tionalists as first chief o£ the constitu- 
Gen. Francisco Villa will agree to set- 
tlement of differences between himself 
and Carranza. 


This was his reply Sunday to mes- 


sages from officials in Mexico City, 
who protested against his attitude 
towards Carranza. 


Villa declared he never would ac- 


cept Carranza as head of the republic. 


General Villa's reply, as given out 


here today, follows: 


"I lament the circumstances 
that 


have brought about grave danger, but 
sincerely protest that my sole ambi- 
tion will be to arrange existing diffi- 
culties without shedding blood if pos- 
sible. 
"I emphatically state, however, that 


the only move that can bring about 
cessation of hostilities on my part is 
Venustiano Carranza deliver supreme 
command to Fernando Iglesias Calde- 
ron, so that, In the shortest possible 
time, elections may be called. 
"At the same time I declare I shall 


not accept Carranza as president or 
vlce-preeident or president ad interim 
of the republic. 
"I shall prove the rectitude of my in- 


tentions 
and the disinterestedness 


which animate the force of this de- 
cision. 


"Later the world will realize where 


rests true disinterestedness and where 
abortive ambitions." 


Mexico City, Sept. 20.—Gen. Alvaro 


Obregon, the Carranza commander, 
and three generals left here for Aguas 
Calientes this afternoon to meet a like 
commission from Gen. Francisco Vil- 
la's army in an attempt to adjust the 
difficulties existing between Villa and 
Carranza. 


Officials here are hopeful that a 


peaceful solution of the problem may 
be found. 
El Paso, Tex., Sept. 29.—Fernando 


Iglesias Calderon, the choice of Gen- 
eral Villa for president of Mexico, 
some mouths ago was mentioned as a 
possibility for the presidency while on 
a trip to Washington, where he con- 
ferred with American officials. He at 
present is in Mexico-City, it is said. 


Calderon is leader of the liberal 


party, a political organization which 
allied Itself with the constitutionalists 
in the revolution.

Germans Make No Report.

"French accounts of the battle of the 
Aisne state that the fighting Is being 
continued with unprecedented bitter- 
ness.

Both Sldet Make Gain. 


Fighting of the last few days has

Some hard 
blows live been struck by each side,

menced to entrench themselves. 


EXPECT FIGHT TO LAST; 


WAR'S COST TO GERMANY 


Berlin, Sept 30, via London—The 


correspondent of the Lokal Anzieger, 
in a dispatch published here today, 
points out that a decisive turn in the 
battle which has been raging in the 
western theater of war need not be \ 
expected for some time. 
Subordinate 


actions of a decisive character are be- 
coming more general, the correspond- 
ent declares. 


The losses of the Germans have 


been extraordmarly heavy, and the 
fact that those of the enemy have been 
greater is poor consolation. 
The 


troops are confident that in the end 
they will win the action. 


A long column of French prisoners 


of war arrived during the week from 
the direction of Reims. Monday the cor- 
respondent met a column of about a 
thousand men whose faces showed that 
they were glad to have at last escaped 
the turmoil and terrors o£ this great- 
est of modern battlefields. 


Berlin, Sept. 30, via London.—The 


response of the German public to the 
efforts of the government to raise a 
war fund of 5,000,000,000 marks ($1,- 
250,000,000), it is asserted here, has 
removed all anxiety the nation may 
have had regarding its ability to meet 
financial obligations due to the war 


Originally the reichstag allowed a 


war credit of 5,000,000,000 marks in 
addition to the war treasure, and of 
this amount 4,500,000,000 has been sub- 
scribed by the public without straining 
seriously the financial resources of the 
empire 


According to military authorieies, the 


war is costing Germany about twenty 
million marks ($5,000,000) a day, in- 
clusive of the money spent on behalf 
of those who have been deprived of 
their bread-winners. 


instance, all the English nurses and 
doctors who have been there since the 
occupation have been ordered to de- 
part.

"The German's are making use of 


searchlights. This fact, coupled with 
their great strength in heavy artillery, 
leads to the supposition that they are 
employing material which may have 
been collected for the siege] of Paris. 


Confident of the Result. 


"The nature of the generaj situation 


after the operations of the eighteenth, 
nineteenth and twentieth, cannot be 
better summarized than as expressed 
recently m a neighboring Fijench com- 
mander to his corps: 'Having repulsed 
repeated and violent counter attacks 
made by the enemy, we have a feeling 
that we have been victorious.' 


"So far as the British are concerned, 


the course of events during, these three 
days can be described in a few words^ 
During Friday, eighteenth, 
artillery 


fire was kept up intermittently by both 
sides during daylight. 
At night the

mans at an early hour and continued 
Intermittently under reply from our 
guns. Some of their infantry advanced 
from cover, apparently with the inten- 
tion of attacking, but on coming under 
fire they retired 
Otherwise the day 


was uneventful, except for the activity 
of the artillery, which is" a matter of 
normal routine rather than an event. 


"Another

aviators succeeded in dropping several 
bombs over the German Hue, one in- 
cendiary bomb falling with consider- 
able effect on a transport park near 
La Fere. 


"A buried store of the enemy's 


ammunitions of war also was found not 
far from the Aisne, ten wagon loads 
of live shells and two wagons of cable 
being dug up. Traces were discovered 
of large quantities of stores having 
been burned—all tending to show that 
as far back as the Aisne the Geiman 
retirement was hurried. 


"There was a strong wind during 


the day, accompanied by a driving 
rain.

Berlin—The kaiser addressed the 


cadets ordered to the field as follows: 


' Cadets, already in your earlier 


youth I send you out to my regiments 
to fight against the enemy as guides 
at the head of my brave troops You 
shall take with you to the army all 
the moral qualities which have been 
implanted into your joun;; hearts in 
the corps of cadets. Be regardless in 
your bravery, keep your blood cold, 


colossal expenditure ot ammunition 
which has been wasted. 


"By this it is not implied that their 


artillery fire is not good. It is more 
than good—it is excellent. 
But the 


British soldier ie a difficult person to 
Impress or depress, even by immense 
shells filled with a high explosive, 
which detonate with terrific violence 
and form craters large enough to act 
as graves for five horses. 


Scoff at German Shells. 


"The German howitzer shells are 


from eight to nine inches in caliber, 
and on impact they send up columns 
of greasy black smoke.

"Men who take things in this spirit

"From an official diary captured by 


the First army corps it appears that 
one of the German corps contains an 
extraordinary mixture of units. If the 
composition of the other corps is sim- 
ilar it may be assumed that the pres- 
ent efficiency of the enemy's forces is 
in no way comparable with what it 
was when the war commenced 


Germans Lose Many Officers. 


"The losses in officers are noted as 


having been especially severe. A bri- 
gade is stated to be commanded by a 
major; some companies of foot guards 
by one-year volunteers, while after the 
battle of Montmirail one regiment lost 
fifty-five out of sixty officers. 


"The prisoners recently captured ap- 


preciate the fact that the march on 
Paris has failed, and that their forces 
are retreating, but state that the ob- 
ject of this movement is explained 
by the officers as being to withdraw 
into closer touch with the supports 
which have stayed too far In the rear. 


"The officers are also endeavoring 


to encourage the troops by telling 
them ttat they will be at home by 
Christmas. 
A large number of the 


men believe that they are beaten. 


"Among the items of news are the 


following: Recently a pilot and ob- 
server of the Royal Flying corps were 
forced by a breakage in their aero- 
plane to descend in the enemy's lines 
The pilot managed to pancake his ma- 
chine down to earth and the two es- 
caped into some thick undergrowth in 
the woods. 


"The enemy came up and seized and 


smashed the machine, but did not 
search for our men with much zeal 
The latter lay hid till dark and then 
found their wa> to the Aisne, across 
which they swam, reaching camp in 
safety but barefooted. 


"Numerous floating bridges have bv 


now been thrown across the Aisne and

Telephone Aid to Spies. 


"Eepionage is still carried ou by the

After some 
search they discovered a telephone 
which was connected by an under 
ground cable with the German lines, 
and the owner of the farm paid the 
penalty In the usual way in war for 
his treachery. 


"After some cases of village fight 


mg, which occurred earlier in the war 
it was reported by some of our

cers that the Germans had attempted 
to approach to close quarters by fore 
ing prisoners to march in front of 
them

SOFT FOR LAUNDRY USE. 


It's carbonate of lime that makes 


water temporarily hard. Such water 
can be softened by boiling. 


Permanent hardness is caused by 


sulphate of lime. The only remedy 
lies in the use of some chemical. 
Cheapest and best of there are alka- 
lies, as washing soda, borax, and am- 
monia. 


Washing soda, the most effective 


softener for ordinary use, should be 
used in the following proportions 
unless the water is very hard. For 
each gallon of water use two table- 
spoons of a solution made by dissolv- 
ing one pound of washing soda, in a 
quart of boiling water. 


Borax is more expensive than wash 


ing soda but it is especially good for 
colored goods and wool. 


Iron in water is harder to treat. 


The only satisfactory method la to 
add washing soda to the water and 
let it settle five or six days before- 
using.—Annabell Turner, instructor 
in home economics. Extension Di- 
vision, University of Wisconsin,

The just-issued British and German "white books," which give the 


messages that passed among the various European capitals immediately be- 
fore tho outbreak of war,, agree closely as to facts. They amount to these: 


Austria wanted to punish Servia for vexinjj her with political conspira- 


cies and for alleged conniving at the killing ot her crown prince. 


Germany indorsed Austria's case and gave Tier carte banche to go ahead. 
Russia thought Austria's demands too sweeping and feared a Teutonic 


combine to block her advance in the Balkans. Thus fearing, the Russian 
bureaucracy prepared to fight. 


France ached for revenge on Germany; Austria went ahead so fast 


and .so far that Germany, at the last minute, could not pull her back; some- 
body in Russia made the czar look like a liar in denying a mobilization 
which had already begun; England exhausted every diplomatic resourcs in 
her efforts to keep the peace, but refused to break faith with France; the 
war dogs of all the powers got their bristles up; and, first thing outsiders 
knew, the war was on. 


On their surface these diplomatic exchanges reveal surprisingly little 


excuse for so murderous a struggle. Below the surfacs, however, and be- 
tween the lines, we see irresistible hatreds, jealousies, vanities and distrust, 
no doubt secretly egged on by professional soldiers anxious to test the tools 
of their trade and eager for the limelight. 


But the outstanding thing in these disclosures; the thing that to Ameri- 


cans is hardest to understand, is the pitiable part taken by the people who 
must now pay with their property and their lives. During the whole period 
of the interchanges they were not once consulted. 
A mere handful of men, 


in power under the antique claim of divine right, moved them as pawns 
blindfolded—moved them to misery or death. 


In after years, when passion shall have cooled and the great conflict 


comes to be reviewed calmly, there seems certain to be, if civilization is to 
endure, an immense advance of democracy.—Madison Journal.

And that la the way it will work out when ou 


present cumbersome system of trading is modified into something better 
With the saving that will come there will be more money to spend and mor 
goods of all sorts required. 
That will give employment to many of th 


needless middlemen. Their abilities can be directed to manufacturing am 
selling their goods in the new way. Some of them will be attracted to th 
land by the easier conditions of lofe on the farms thru the farmer's share in 
the saved economic waste. 
Of course it Is hard for some people to realiz 


this, just as it was difficult for the farm laborers at six nad seven dollars 
month to realize that the harvester and threshing machine would eventual!

AYlien Cows Have Milk Fever. 
(By Dr. A. S. Alexander, Agricul- 


tural Experiment Station, the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin.; 


Milk Fever is curable in a majori- 


ty of cases, but prevention is much 
easier and less expensive. 
A few 


simple measures will go far to ward 
ing off attacks. Here they are: Keep 
the stables clean, light, well aired 
and comfortable. 
Give 
the 
cows 


.ibundant exercise and light laxathn 
feed before calving time. Avoid pain 
pering. 
Do not milk the udder ou' 


clean for a few days after calving 
Some allow the calf to take most o: 
the milk. 


How Controlled. 


If one of your cows is attacked, de 


spite these precautions, she may us 
ually be saved by the following treat 
ment: 


1. Innate the udder with steril 


ixed air, after stripping the milk a 
way. 
Do this by means of a specia 


instrument for the purpose. 
If such 


an instrument cannot be had inflat 
with a sterilized milking tube attach 
ed to one end of a small, clean rub 
her tube, fitted to a clean bicycle 
pump. Tie tapes around the teats to 
retain the air. 
Inflamation of the 


udder (garget) may be caused if 
great care is not taken to perfectly 
sterilize the instruments used for 
the operation. Also wash the udder 
clean. 
The cow usually will get on 


her feet soon after the udder is in- 
Bated. 


2. 
Don't give the cow medicine 


through the mouth while she is un- 
conscious. 
She cannot swallow and 


so the fluid may choke her. 


3. 
Don't allow the cow to lie 


upon her side as she will bloat and 
die. 
Keep her propped up an her 


chest. 


4. 
Don't allow any dirt or for- 


eign matter to infect the udder. 
If 


the cow is weak after she regains 
consciousness give her alcoholic stim- 
ulants in their oatmeal gruel.

HOW TO SELECT A GOOD 


MUSK MELON KVKRI'TIME 


That very few people know how to 


ielect a good muskmelou was the 
itatement made today by N. A. Ras- 
nussen, grower of melons and ex- 
>ert gardner. 
"A good many peo- 


>le," he said, "feel of the melon's 
rind and if they find them hard 
hey decide the melons are green 
and if they are soft, that they are 
overripe. But there are ways to ac- 
tually determine the condition. The 
irst thing is to observe 
how the 


stem has broken off. If the melon 
shows an indentation fairly deep, it 
ndicates that the melon Is ripe. To 
ascertain whether it is overripe one 
should feel in the creases near the 
stem. The skin at the other end of 
the melon is thin anyway, and be- 
cause that portion happens to be 
soft is no proof that the melon is 
overripe. 
One can also judge 


the weight and the smell, after just 
a little practice. As a melon deteri 
orates it becomes lighter." Mr. Ras 
mussen verified.his method of selec 
t'on by several melons which he had 
raised and which were selected bj 
the tests mentioned.—Oshkosh North 
western.

OLTO OWNERS HIT HARD 


IiV NEW AVAR TAX BILL. 


Washington, Oct. 1.—Democrats 


of the senate sub-committee on fi- 
nances voted today to substitute for 
the tax of 2 cents a gallon on gaso- 
line in the war revenue bill, a tax on 
owners of 25 cents per horsepower 
on automobiles and $1 per horsepow- 
er on automobile sales by manufac- 


turers. The committee estimates that 
would yield an annual revenue of 
$16,000,000.

car would pay an annual tax of $7.50 
and a manufacturer selling such a 
machine would pay $30.

"The figures for county, municipal and local taxes, are taken from an 


article by Professor Adams of the State Tax Commission, in La Follette's 
Weekly, and arc the taxes assessed in 1913. 
Professor Adams has since 


been seriously dicredited by Senator La P'ollette in Senator La Follette's 
Weekly, so the chances are good thai these figures are too low. The figure 
as to appropriations were compiled by Col. W. J. Anderson, formerly a 
member of the Stale Tax Commission, and appeared in the Free Press of 
Milwaukee .shortly after the adjournment of the legislature, in 1913. They 
are dependable figures, and in holding up a million or more of these appro- 
priations, after collecting the money from the tax payers, Gov. McGovern is 
merely covering his own political tracks a little until he gets out of office. 
Unless laws are passed next winter to repeal these appropriations, this mon- 
ey, like the state tax was 'remitted' for political purposes in 1912, wil 
have to be spent, with the result that taxes will be higher next year, al!

say that 5,000,000 men have been 


thrown out of work as a result of 
he war, and that their average wage 
was $400 per year. 
This in itself 


would amount to $2,000,000,000 an- 
nually. 
The value of the output of 


each U. S. Steel employe is $3,500 
annually. Say that the ratio in Eu- 
rope fs $2,000, and you would find 
that the productive capacity of these 
5,000,000 men out of employment 
would amount to $10,000,000,000 an- 
nually. 
Destruction 
of 
property, 


waste, deterioration and disruption of 
orporate organizations will add more 
billions to the loss if the war is con- 
Jnued for 12 months. 
When the 


time comes the bankers will have 
some very convincing arguments to 
place before these war lords who are 
eading their respective countries to 
sure financial and commercial de- 
struction.—Wall Street Journal. 


Ghastly Efficiency. 
, 


"Perhaps the most ghastly tribute 


to the cold-blooded forethought of 
the German war office," said the man 
from Belgium, "was the tramloads of 
knock-down' caskets that follow the 
army. After a battle wagons hauled 
the dead hastily to the nearest rail- 
way po'nt. They were corded in as 
though the inanimate bodies were 
mere logs. 
On sidings they 
found 


train after train drawn up in readi- 
ness to receive them. Soldiers who 
were not quite suited for the first 
line of fighting, but who might be 
needed to fill vacancies, were fitting 
the caskets together as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 
The boards were dovetailed 


so that half a dozen nails only were 
required. As fast as a train was fill- 
ed with the dead it was dispatched 
and another moved up. The railroad 
men shunted the funeral cars to am 
fro with the callous indifference of a 
yardmaster handling loads of Kansas 
corn. Sometimes I saw blood drip- 
ping through the flooring of the cars 
and spattering on the ties below. 


"One becomes inhuman in warfare 


During rainstorms, when no fighting 
was on, I saw thousands of soldiers 
sitting under these cars for shelter 
smoking their pipes. They might have 
been farmhands at harvest." 


That simile seemed to occur to the 


speaker often. In a ghastly fashion 
it was appropriate. 


"The horses of the German caval 


ry are superb," said he. "I have nev- 
er seen such animals in the service o 
any other army."—War Correspon 
dence, Cincinnati Times-Star.

Method of Prevention—Condi- 


tion Is Seldom Outgrown. 


The general appearance of one af- 


flicted with round shoulders and flat 
chest is quite familiar to the observer. 
The head projects forward, the shoul- 
ders droop and the chest is narrow 
and flat. 
The shoulder blades stick 


out prominently and the abdomen pro- 
trudes. 
Children with round shoul- 


ders are as a rule below the average 
in muscular development and lack vig- 
or, are clumsy in their movements and 
walk heavily. 


There are three kinds of round 


shoulders—the ordinary round back, 
the round hollow back and the round 
back due to forward displacement of 
the shoulders. 
During the years of 


growth, posture will usually take caro 
of itself, if constant changes are al- 
lowed. Change is instinctive and au- 
tomatic in the child and the varied 
activities are sufficient to lead it along 
normal lines 
If from inherent weak-
